Ever Let Go Of A Bear’s Tail? 
School Committees everywhere have a bear by the tail, 
as they attempt to maintain a 
the salaries offered to teachers. 


‘“competitive’’ position in 


Andover’s problem is no less than that in any commu- 
nity, as the School Committee attempts to cope with a 
state-required $4,000 minimum and proposals for an_in- 
creased schedule from the Teachers’ Association. 


Supt. Edward I, Erickson has stated several times that 
Andover’s schedule of salaries, once adopted to make this 
community an attractive place for teachers, is now no 
better than average. 

Salary schedules have been increased everywhere — by 
other communities trying to stay competitive with towns 
like Andover, which, in their turn, voted the increases for 
the same reasons. 

And 
Andover raises its schedule again next September, as 
indeed it must, the town will be no better off competitively 
than formerly.

How can school committees let go of the’ bear’s tail? 

That’s a perplexing question, all mixed up with a deter- 
mination of what constitutes a fair salary for teachers. If 
this can be established at all, then the next question is 
how much more should be paid in order to attract new 
teachers. 

A community can’t just let go of the bear’s tail, without 
suffering repercussions. For if the town or city merely 
stops its increases and abandons the competitive aspect, 
this step may be taken at a salary level that is not fair to 
the teachers it has in the system. And if other communi- 
ties continue hanging on to the upward cost spiral, any 
community that drops off will lose its competitive position, 

Somewhere, some time, towns and cities will have to 
accept the temporary consequences of letting go of the 
bear’s tail — but it doesn’t seem that this step is in the 
immediate future. 

We apparently can anticipate increases in 1960 and 
probably for some years to come — in large part in the 
name of remaining competitive. 

But we hope that, once teachers’ pays are established 
here at a reasonable level, commensurate with their 
education, ability and experience, we can find a levelling- 
off period when it’s safe to abandon our hold on the bear’s 
tail. The upward spiral, for the sake of competition alone, 
is good for the teachers’ standards of living but even- 
tually it will reach a point where we simply can’t afford 
to hang on any longer.

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Betterment Policy 
She also outlined the advantages 
of having a betterment policy for 
drainage, if this can be worked 
out by the engineers and seems 
practical for town adoption. 

The town can best handle the 
actual construction, she claimed, 
for these reasons: 

The town is the only agency 
that can assess betterments. 

The town may seize land by 
eminent domain for easements, 
where individual developers can 
not. This ability might be of con- 
siderable importance, if a person 
would not freely grant an ease- 
ment to the developer, in cases 
where the easements actually are 
needed and would serve the com- 
mon good, 

Thirdly, the town is in a posi- 
tion to ask for, and perhaps ob- 
tain, 50 percent aid in projects 
where a natural stream is involved. 
Developers could not ask the 
state for this assistance. 
Reasonable Attitude 

The Planning Board has no de- 
sire to halt construction, Mrs. 
Hammond emphasized, through the 
use of additional restrictions. 

Nor, she stated, does the Board 
wish to hold up the developers 
for a lot of money. 

Rather, she pointed out, there 
is a real desire to work out a 
mutually satisfactory program, 
based on the proposed survey, 
where the costs would be shared 
in a practical way. 

She also stressed the Board’s 
position that developers probably 
should not be required to do drain- 
age work as far away from their 
developments as the drainage 
water might run. Again, the term 
‘reasonable’? came up, with the 
thought that a small distance from 
a development might fit that des- 
cription, while greater distances 
might not. Each case is treated 
separately, she explained, with 
the Board attempting to determine 
what is proper in the specific 
case. 

Who Benefits? 

One of the great difficulties with 
determining benefit from drainage 
installations, it has been pointed 
out, is to establish exactly who 
benefits. Storm water may travel 
a substantial distance, with sev- 
eral later developments possibly 
benefitting from the installation 
by one contractor, who was in the 
area first. Individuals may also 
benefit from the installation of 
drainage in their area, and the 
extent of this would also be diffi- 
cult to establish.

The answers to these questions, 
the Planning Board hopes, would 
be included in the survey, if the 
voters decide at town meetinz to 
allow one. The cost of this work 
has not yet been determined, al- 
though several months ago Camp, 
Dresser and McKee submitted a 
proposal with a ceiling of $25,000. 
The firm’s outline of the job in- | 
cluded rates for doing field sur- 
veys, to determine needs; finding 
out where existing drains are; and 
many other phases of the over-all 
study, plus designing proper drain- 
age for the town. The top figure 
would not necessarily represent 
the total cost, it had been ex- 
plained, if it could be done for 
less. But in no case, even though 
expenditures by the firm ran higher 
than anticipated, would more than 
$25,000 be charged to the town. 

The Selectmen initially suz- 
gested that other engineering firms 
be given a chance to estimate the 
cost of the work. While there has 
been some feeling that engineering 
firms will not ‘‘bid’’ on such jobs, 
price estimates can be obtained as 
a guide. Some engineers have also 
expressed their feeling that such 
a survey should not be granted to 
a firm merely on the basis of lower 
price — but that professional 
standing and other factors should 
be considered first.
